OPC TO EXCHANGE PRIVILEGES WITH LONDON PRESS CLUB 

Leslie Lazenby, secretary-manager of the London Press Club, called at Overseas Press 
Club Headquarters on October 13 following visits to press groups in Canada. With him was 
RONALD STEAD, 

Official Club hospitality was extended the visitors by LEO BRANHAM, CORNELIUS J. RYAN 
and Executive Secretary, Janice Griffiths. A discussion resulted in cementing an agreement 
for mutual exchange of guest privileges between members of the London Press Club and the 
OPC. later, the callers were entertained by old friend JOSEPH WURZEL and Mrs, W. 
INTER-AMERICAN PRESS GROUP Reorganized on an individual member basis rather than as a 
ADOPTS NEW CONSTITUTION; society of national interests, the Inter-American Press 
POWERS NAMED A DIRECTOR Association closed its eight-day conference here having 

adopted a new constitution embodying such provisions. More 
than 200 delegates from almost all hemisphere nations attended the Waldorf Astoria sessions 
and elected as president Tom Wallace, editor emeritus of the Louisville (Ky.) Times. One 
OPC Member, JOSHUA B. POWERS of Editors Press Service, was named to the 45-man Board of 
Directors. 

In addition to acting on the new constitution, the Conference adopted resolutions deal- 
ing with freedom of the press, distribution of Canadian newsprint, inter-country exchange 
of journalists and the ethics of journalism. 

Several delegates, among them JOSHUA POWERS, on October 10 were awarded gold medals 
in connection with presentation of the Maria Moors Cabot Prizes for the advancement of 
international friendship in the Americas. 

Among Overseas Press Club Members at the Conference were: STANLEY ROSS, publisher, 
the Wilmington (Dela.) Star; EDWIN STOUT, editor of Vision magazine; ROY HOWARD, editor 
of the New York World-Telegram and Sun; Mr. POWERS; and BENJAMIN COHEN, Assistant Secretary 
General of the United Nations. The Conference was organized by HAL LEE, former editor of 
Pan-American Magazine.
